EARL R. THOMAS

On March 7, 1968 W2MM died of a heart attack. QCWA has lost a most dedicated and 
hard working member and president. Many members of QCWA attended the funeral 
services on March 8, with most of the QCWA board members in attendance. Ear. a 
Fellow of the IEEE, has served illustrious careers in the power utilities, 
military and amateur radio fields. Earl graduated MIT in 1922 and joined the 
United Electric Light & Power Co., one of the predecessor companies of the present 
Consalidated Edison Co., of W.Y. He held various engineering positions in the 
power transmission and distribution planning, underground cable design and asso- 
ciated operations for which he holds several patents. Earl's military career 
started as a reserve office in the Army Signal Corps in 1922. During WWII he was 
assigned to the Army Air Force and served at Hq. Army Air Force. in 1945 he headed 
a U:S. mission to Europe in connection with the operational employment af radar 
controlled landing systems for aircraft. He retired as a Colonel USAF, in 1960. 
Earls career in "Ham" radio started in 1912 and obtained his first amateur station 
license as SK¥. W2MM retired from Consolidated Edison in 1967, and was a charter 


member of QCWA, and served as Vice President since 1959, he was also a member of 
ARRL, AFCEA, and ROA. Earl} was buried in Williamsport, Penna., with his parents 
and grand parents. Earl went home.

2ALS for his amateur station call sign. This was at the young age of 11 years, since 
that time his entire life has been devoted almost entirely to the Radio Industry. 

In 1925 at the age of 17, he was emplyed by Radio Engineering Labs., so thus began 

a career which has iasted 42 years with the same company. He is its oldest employee 
in years of service. He was elected president of REL in 1960. -Two years later he was 
elected to the additional post of Executive Vice President of REL's parent organiza- 
tion Oynamics Corporation of America. During his career Frank was associated at 
various times with such outstanding radio pioneers as Armstrong, Pickard, Eastham, 
Beverage, and Hogan. Also among these friends should be included Raymond Heising 

and Alan Hazeltine. Frank has maintained his avid interest in ham radio, and today he 
can still be heard almost nightly on the ham bands, and he has just completed the 
erection on his property of the orginal 80 foot steel tower used by Major Armstrong 
in the latter’s first experiments in FM. Frank belongs to many organizations, among 
which are; A Fellow of IEEE, Director of the Armed Forces Communications and Electr- 
onics Asso.,Past president and fellow of the Radio Club of America; Life member of 
QCWA; Member Hational Industry Advisory Committee ta the FCC; President and Director 
of the Armstrong Memarial Research Foundation; Charter and_life member of ARRL; 
During WWIi founder and commanding officer of the Staten Esland Squadron of the 
Civil Air Patrol.
